The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, 
now. sitting at Wilke?barre, yesterday 
(the aotli), decided, by a majority, against 
the act of Congress of March 3, 1864— 
which act was intended to disfranchise 
deserters from the military service and 
non-reporting drafted men. This decis­ 
ion also operates against the Stato di - 
mtnchisement neb lately signed by Gov. 
Curtin, and both acts fall together. We 
understand that Chief Justice Woodward 
and Justices Thompson and Strong ren­ 
dered the decision against the act, while 
Justices Read and Agnew dissented. 
• 
This, then, settles the long vexed ques­ 
tion, aud establishes the foot that Penn­ 
sylvania's citizens cannot be deprived of 
.their political - rights without trial and 
conviction for heinous crimes. The un­ 
constitutionality of botli the act of Oon- 
E 


i and of the Legislatura1 appeared to 
clearly apparent from both a consti- 
nal and common law stand point, 
that it cannot possitily be comprehended 
how any judge of an ordinary court, much 
less two justices upon the Supreme Bench, 
could for a moment hesitate about their 
condemnation. Both the Federal Con­ 
stitution and our State Constitution 
dcolare emphatically and undisguisedly 
that “No&rpoet facto law shall bepassed.” 
T h e act of Congress of March 3, 1864, and 
the act of the Legislature signed June, 
1886, were both ex poet faoto, inasmuch as 
they were retrospective, and undertook 
to punish [for crimes previously commit­ 
ted. Again; no provision was made in 
either act for the trial of accused persons 
previous to the indict ion of the peualtics; 
aud hence in that they were in conflict 
with both Constitutions, which are per­ 
fectly clear in demanding that a fair and 
impartial trial and conviction of crime 
slutU precede theinflietlon of punishment 
or penalties.
